and abolish war forever. .

The world ever flatters itself that it 
is progressive. But the world does 
net take kindly to ivecs In advance 
of its popular thought.

The sailor who 
proved the rotundity of the globe un- 
Cerwent a nitntal martyrdom at the 
bands of learned mockers who knew 
the carth was flat. The successors of 
these monopolists of intellect have 
scorned the theories, principles and 
Possibilities of aérial flight. until the 
principles have given birth to facts, 
ang the facts are illustrated by Bler- 
lot's flight across the English Channel, 
Zeppelin’s voyage over the realm of 
the Kaiser, and the Wright brothers’ 
Circling the Statue of Liberty. 

Of ail American writers, Victor 
Lougheed alone’ seems to have grasped | 
the sub of a@ronautice with a mind 
thoro equipped for the task. He 
Sione seems to have had the zeal to 
eollate the data, combining with that 
Zegi the intelligence to analyze the 
and ibe étring to publish his un- 
judgment along with the /au- 
thentic documents upon which that 
judgment is based. 

Mr. Lougheed is a member of the 
Afronaitic Society, a founder-member 
of the Soclety of Automobile Engi- 
neers, a former editor'of “Motor.” and 
author of “Some Trends of Modern 
Automobile Design.” In the prepara- 
tien of the present work he claims 
to have been influenced largely by the 
lack of any concrete and popular 
treetise on aéria! navigation. ‘To rem-. 
edy this condition in some degree he 
has sought to produce an adequate, 
up-to-date presentation of what is fast 
becoming one of the most important 
end attractive fields of modern engi- 
Neering. Because the subject of aéro- 
n@utics Is so new that very few can 
lay claim to its mastery, he planned

miler interest. In the work at hand. it 
tas been his province to record rather 
than to create 

The author hopes that his hook may 
help to stimulate the English-apeak- 
races into parallel with for- 
eign enthusiasm in aéronautics: for it 
Sees On true as it is wgrettable that 
the nations that developed the Wright 
brothers, Montgomery, Chanute, Lang- 
ley, Herring, Piticher, Stringfellow.

McCurdy, Curtiss and others. and 
whith once were found always in the 
van of the world’s progress in science 
and invention. are replacing their one- 
time seal for promising inoovations 
‘an@ scorn .of hampering precedents 
With an imitative and trailing com- 
mercialisn.” He asserts, as an ind!r- 
puteble fact, that the less tradition- 
trammeled engineers of continental! 
Hurope are the first to peréeive the 
Reginnings of the practical and com- 
mercial era m aéronautics, just as 
they were first to perceive it in the 
of the automobile. “And equaliy 
@ it a fact that the United States 
apd the British governments, , and | 
Americen ard British capita!ists, con- 
tinue conspicidovsly tardy in their rec- 
GOgnition of the newest and Ileast- 
limited advance in the histery of 
transportation.” 

A most alluring argument in favor 
of géria] navigation is offered when 
the author refers to the tact that 
man's Movements about the planet he 
inhabits are restricted to a maximum 
of Miree traversible media with which | 
he can come ‘into physical contact.

The volume establishes Montgom- 
ery’s claim to the highest honors in 
the field of a#@ronautics, not by mere 
assertion, but by virtue of incontro- 
vertible proofs. Trained engineers 


»have been overwhelmed by the extent 


and importance of the Californian’s 
work, but the general public has in no 
measurable degree appreciated what 
he has accomplished. To cap the cli- 
max. in regard to the western in- 
ventor, Mr. Lougheed avers that 
“Prof. Montgomery's profound re- 
searches in a@rodynamics” are “of even 
greater importance than his experi- 
mental demonstrations.” 

After descriptions of Montgomery's 
flights in 1905, all of which were wit- 
nessed’ by thousands of people and re- 
ported by the daily and acientific press, 
with numerous photographf illustra- 
tions, Mr. Lougheed makes this point- 
ed observation: “In view of the ex- 
tensive appropriation and utilisation 
by others of ideas originated by him, 
it must be a source of considerable 
satisfaction to Prof. Montgomery that 
he holds a United States patent broadiy 
covering the combination of ‘wing- 
warping’ with curved surfaces—the 
only sort that have even flown.” 

The Californvian’s investigations in 
a@rodynamics are -briefiy outlined in 
the space of thirty pages, and Mr. 
Lougheed, in a footnote, makes the

the hot innocence of exhilarated youth 
into a sentimental villager. In “A 
Bundle of Myrrh” there was a tri- 
umphant madness, careless, wanton, 
essential. _ There were passages that 
reeled in glowing recklessness. 

But no longer is that torrid inno- 
cence of youth Nelhardt’s. He has 
grown ideals; he is full of regrets; oc- 
casionally remorse eats at him: he has 
becun to remember things—(the first 
symptom of sentimentalism;) his at- 
titude is no longer Greek—it is now 
the attitude of the modern bourgeoisie; 
he has become a kind vf sublimated 
singing stburbanite. His mad pagan- 
iem and passion for the primal in the 
out-of-doors have degenerated into a 
kind of bucolic sentiment (he longs to 
see the cows come up the lane!)

That other inquiry concerning the 
name California, one that has pussied

This task. simple in appearance, 
has proved decideily befliing. Many 
plausible and ingenious theories have 
been from time to time advanced, to 
some of which tt will now be in order 
to make reference. 

Cronise, in his well-known Natural 
Wealth of California, pronounces the 
name California a compound of Greek 
and Latin. A most commion conjec- 


fornalla. and caliento bhorno. Such a 
derivation, literally rendered. would 
make California “a land of hot ovens.” 
or “a fiery furnace.” Archbald potnt- 
ed out tin the Overland Monthly that 
caliente horno ts the wrong order, and 
that the eorrect forth resulting from 
this eombination would be “Fornica- 
lia” instead of California. Moreover, 


at best exceedingly remote connection 
with the name of the fabled imland of 
the romance, where weaith and beauty 
abounded. 

Dogmatic arsertions, like that of 
Leovold Wagner. to the effect that 
California is “derived from two Span- 
ith words, caliente fornalla «hile 
‘eautiful in thete simplicity and quite 
plausible, are at least unfortunate tn 
veiling pos'tively misleading. The 
Seanish and Latin mixture, cala y fer- 
mix, has been quoted from Gulseppo 
Compoi by Clavigero. <A inter- 
pretation of this would be, “a 
cove by the sea with concave roof.” 
Cronise offers this az a possible ex- 
planation: “Within Cape 8t. TLacas 
(near where Grixaiva is supposed. to 
have landed) there is ‘a little cove of 
the sea,’ near which there was a rock 
ap worn by the waves that ite apper 
part wee hollow, like a ‘vaulted 
roof..” This remarkable piece of ety- 
mology may be vasred as utterly fack- 
ing in probability. if not, indeed, pro- 
nowneced quite ridiculous. 

Greek scholars long ago suggested 
Kala-phora-nea—trensiated “a beauti- 
ful voung woman.” or “a thew ecoun- 
try;" Kala-vhor-nela, Kalas-phorneta,;

GAME LAWS UPHELD. 


Constitutional Amendment Does Not. 

Annul County Seining 
Ordinances, 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


SACRAMENTO, Dec. 25.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The constitutional amend- 
ment passed by the Legislature in 
1902, giving the Legislature power to 
make State game laws, did not annul 
the county ordinances then in effect. 
according to a decision of Appellate- 
Justice A. G. Burnett, handed down 
late this afternoon in the matter of the 
application of Ray Cole and soe huize 
ior a writ of habeas corpus, 
The petitioners were caarged with 
the violation of an ordinance entitled | 
‘An ordinance prohibiting the cast- 
ing, extending or setting of any sein > | 
or net of any kind for the catching of © 
any fish in any river, stream or slough | 
in the county of Senoma.” 
This ordinance was passed by the Su- 
pervigors of Sonoma county in 1899. 
The contention of the petitioners was 
that the ordinance was abrogated by 
section 25% of Article IV of the Con- | | 
stitution of the State as amended in. 
1902 by the Legislature. This act gave 
the Legislature power to redistrict the | 
State and pass game laws to be effect. , 
ive in any district. 

But according to Justice Burnett's | 
decision this contention was net borne | 
out by the law in question. In the 
first place, the amendment has never 
heen taken advantage of by the Legis- , 
lature and is therefore not self-opera- 
tive, and, in the second place, a clause 
of the amundment stated plainly that | 
the law was not to apply locally and 
did not repeal the county ordinances 
already .n existence. Accordingly Jus- 
tice Burnett, with the concurrence of | 
Justices Chipman and Hart, remanded |
